2. Claims 9, 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kellogg et al (6582662). 

Kellogg teaches a device with an elongate cavity (deep groove) 311 between 
capillary microchannels (shallow grooves) 308 and 313, covered by partition 201 
(Figure 1 ). Element 31 1 partitions the fluids in the microchannels until additional force 
is supplied. Note that Kellogg teaches that element 31 1 is deeper and/or wider and 
deeper than channels 308, 312 (col. 8, lines 34-37, 52-60], With respect to claim 14, 
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the two shallow grooves meet at deep groove 31 1 , and the ends of the two shallow 
groves are "capillary action enabled" whereas the portion of deep groove 31 1 where the 
shallow grooves meet is "capillary action not enabled". 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims above have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
